Rocuester (N. Y.,) Sept. 7.—[By the 
Associated Press.]

ADMISSION DAY 


The State Anniversary 
Observed. 


Grand Celebration of the Native 
Sons at Santa Cruz. 


An Immense Procession with Many 
Amusing Features. 


The Festivities to be Kept Up at the 
Seaside City Today—General Cele- 
bration all over the 
State.

Santa Crvez, Sept. 9.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] ‘The celebration of 
Admissién day by Native Sons from all 
parts of the State was one of the most 
enthusiastic and imposing demonstra- 
tions ever seen. Although a majority 
of the parlors did not arrive here till 
past midnight and it was after 2 this 
morning when the reception and parade 
was concluded, yet the Sons and 
Daughters were astir early as fresh to 
all appearances as the flowers in the

The grand parade under the Grand 
Marshal of the order, Frank Mattison, 
formed at 11 o'clock and was dismissed 
at 1 p.m. at the plaza, The route of 
the parade was through the principal 
streets.

Golden Gate Parlor,which came down.

Watsonville Parlor was 
accompanied by a Zonave Company of 
thirty young misses under 16 years of 
age, who have made themselves very 
proficient in military tactics,and per- 
formed many graceful evolutions on the 
line of march. 

Observatory Parlor No, 177 of San 
Jose, the youngest parlor in the order, 
broughtup the rear of the procession, 
bearing a miniatnre Mount Hamilton 
with the Lick Observatory. 

A bull’s head breakfast on a mam- 
moth scale, ball game and many enter- 
tainments are planned for tomorrow. 

Literary exercises were to be held in 
the Operahouse, butas they had been 
held before in the pavilion, where all 
similar events are held, several hun- 
dred people went to the pavilion to hear 
the exercises and went away mystified. 
Only a hundred or so went to the Opera- 
house and therefore the exercises were 
postponed. People seemed to care 
more for the lighter  entertain- 
ments than for the literary ex- 
ercises,’ Those who went to the 
ball game witnessed a fine con- 
test, but those who expected to see 
a balloon ascension and drop 
were badly disappointed. The ascen- 
sion was to be heid at the beach, buta 
light wind blowing off shore made it 
impossible, as the performers would 
certainly be carried over the bay and 
fallin the water.

A Haunted House in the Southern 
Part of the City. 


The Owner of the Premises Thinks Some 
One is Trying to Depreciate 
the Value of His 
House. 


Ghost stories are evidently becoming 
numerous in this city, and the chances 
are that if this hot weather does not 
letup soon there is no telling where 
they will end. The®*latest comes from 
the vicinity of Twenty-eighth street, 
and is jone of the most exciting stories 
that has been made public for some 
time past. 

The neighborhood is considerably 
worked up over the matter for the rea- 
son that six families have been driven 


‘out of the haunted house during the 


past three months, and itis now said 


that no one will live in _ it. 
The owner, who is a _level- 
headed man, is of the _ opinion 


that some one who is anxious to get the 


property very cheap is pulling the 
spook string, and the chances are that 


he is right, for investigation generally 


proves such a state of affairs when a 
real ghost shows up in ana inhabited 
house. 

The story in brief is that about four 
months ago, a young woman, who had 
seen much trouble, died in one of the 
rooms on the second floor in childbirth. 
For some reasbn the particulars of her 
terrible death have been kept a secret, 
and the neighbors to thisday have not 
been able to solve the mystery. 

Soon after her death the family moved 
out and for seueral weeks the house was 
vacant.

THE STATE'S BIRTHDAY 


Quietly Celebrated as a 
Légal ‘Holiday. 


Parade ‘and Inspection by the Fire 


Department. 


A Creditable Display in the Presence 


of a Large Crowd. 


Banquet by Native Sons of the Gold- 
eon West Last Evening—Toasts 
and Speeches—An Enjoy- 
able Affair. 


.«eehe anniversary of the admission of 


California into the sisterhood of States, 
which event occurred forty-one years 
ago yesterday, passed off without any 


special celebration beyond the parade 


and inspection of the fire department 

and a banquet by the Native Sons last 
evening. Being a legal holiday, of 

course all the courts and public offices, 

both city and county, were closed, as 

General business, 

however, was not suspended, nor were 

any of the stores closed. 

‘FIRE DEPARTEENT DISPLAY. 

Admission day was celebrated by the 
fire department in a manner calculated 
to increase the already confirmed pop- 
ularity of that useful branch of the 
civil service, and upon which Chief 
Walter S. Moore is to be congratulated. 

At 8 o’clock yesterday afternoon the 
brigade, consisting of seven engines 
and hose carts, one hose wagon and the 
hook and ladder truck, assembled at 
the Plaza, where, in the presence of an 
immense crowd of spectators, each 
machine was closely inspected, individ- 
ually, by the members of the Boardjof 
Fire Commissioners, Mayor Hazard and 
Councilmen Nickell, Innes, Rhodes, Al- 
ford’ and Rees, the whole being under 
fhe personal supervision of the chief 
engineer and his assistant, Dan Mori- 
arity. 

Due notice ofthe event having been 
given tothe members of the brigade, 
extraordinary’ pains had been taken 
with both animals and apparatus; and 
each company had apparently. at- 
tempted to outshine the rest. The re- 
sult was simply dazzling. The men, 
attired in neat and clean uniforms; the 
hotses, groomed until their sleek coats 
glistened like satin; the engines, flash- 
ing in the strong sunlight, which was 
reflected from burnished brass, steel 

copper; and the hose carts, newly 
painted and varnished, all formed a 
picture which it would be difficult to 
equal and impossible almost to excel.

The notion 
that irrigated fruit is not the equal in 
flavor of that Nee oduced without irrigation 
has long since been exploded. While it is 
true there are portions of the State where 
deciduous fruits are not irrigated, yet 
in all sections where irrigation “is 
necessary for any crop it is quite essen- 
tial and is regularly practiced for the culti- 
vation of fruits of that character. The 
actual factsin regard to grapes are that 
those produced in the southern part of the 
State, andin the central portion as well 
wherever irrigation is practiced, contain 
such a superabundance of sugar that good 
dry wine can scarcely be made from them, 
while they excel for sweet wines and 
brandy. The unirrigated vineyards of 
Napa, Sonoma and Santa Clara yield grapes 
es for dry, but not for sweet wines. 
Speaking of the raisin industry, the sec-

named locality has ever produced a box of 
raisins no One has yet heard of it, while the. 
two most important raisin- roducin 
ities next to Frésno are not referred ‘to 
amy way. 

‘The olive flourishes in Southern Califor- 
nia’’ is another misleading statement. 
That tree flourishes in every portion of the 
central and: northern part of the State, 
trom Shasta to Tehachepi, equally well, 
and itis scarcely fair to tell the public 
otherwise. 

A page or more is dévoted to . individual 
statements of the profits derived from 
fruit-growing, and at the outset the asser- 


tion is made that a prominent wine-maker | 


\in Los Angeles county has for several years 
past netted $100 an acre from his grapes; 
‘‘and this is a common result in all parts of, 
the State where wine grapes are grown.” 
Happy would be the wine-producer of this 
State if this were the case, and evcnif 
their profits averaged half so much, which 
they do not. The production of wine 
grapes isthe one branch of horticultural 
industry in this State which is notina 
flourishing or even profitable condition, 
and it is not candid to represent otherwise. 

Upon the subject of insect pests the fol- 
lowing is asserted as fact: ‘‘No enemy of 
the apricot, the nectarine, the prune, the. 
fig, the guava,- the walnut or the several 
kinds of berries has yet appeared.’ The 
only enemies of the citrus fruits that are 
mentioned are the red and black scales, and 


it would perhaps be -unkind- to dis- 
cuss this question in detail, and it will be 
left for Californians who are posted to sup- 
ply the comment. 

In concluding the article it is stated that. 
‘the apricot, the fig, the raisin, the grape 
and the walnut are grown in very few 
places except the southern half of Cali- 
fornia.’’ Howtrue this is may be learned 
from the-undeniable fact that three-fourths 
of the apricots, the raisins and the grapes’ 
produced in California are from other sec- 
tions than Southern California, while the 
only carload shipments of figs ever made. 
were from one-of the northern counties.
